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REMEMBER  WHEN ? 


It  has  been  thirteen  years  since  Lenoir  Rhyne  ser- 
ved "family-style"  meals.  Those  meals  were  discon- 
tinued when  the  Voigt  Cromer  Student  Center  was 
constructed.  During  that  construction  period,  from 
1 961  -1 963,  five  classes  remem  ber  enjoying  thei r  meals 
in  the  "Brown  Hosiery  Mill,"  then  located  across  the 
street  from  the  Mauney  Music  Building. 

The  method  of  serving  food  to  Lenoir  Rhyne  students 
has  changed,  but  not  the  quality. 

For  approximately  twenty-five  years,  Lenoir  Rhyne 
students  ate  from  china  like  that  pictured  above.  Now, 
most  of  this  original  china  is  gone.  The  remaining 
pieces  have  been  turned  over  to  the  Loyalty  Fund 
committee  for  distribution. 


In  an  effort  to  encourage  early  gifts  to  the  1974 
campaign,  a  piece  of  this  original  china  will  be  sent 
(as  long  as  the  supply  lasts)  to  each  donor  who  sends

Did  Your  Son  See  A  Play  Today?

Lenoir  Rhyne  senior  Mark  W.  Hegele 
of  Urbana,  Ohio  takes  an  inside  look 
in  this  article  at  the  college  drama 
program,  one  of  Lenoir  Rhyne's 
strongest  academic  and  co-curricular 
activities.  The  talented  senior  has 
been  a  leading  actor  and  worker  for 
the  Playmakers  during  his  four  years 
at  the  college.  He  aspires  to  be  a 
professional  performer  following  his 
graduation.  In  addition  to  his  dramatic 
expertise,  Hegele  is  an  outstanding 
student  and  sings  in  the  A  Cappella 
Choir.  His  brother  Tom  is  an  alumnus, 
class  of  '63,  and  his  parents  have 
been  loyal  and  faithful  friends  of  the 
college  for  many  years. 


I  was  raised  on  the  ideal  that  every 
outstanding  person  was  a  well- 
rounded  person  —  a  man  after  the 
Neo-Classical  tradition.  I  can  re- 
member spending  long  hours  in  my 
childhood  hovering  over  the  piano 
(can't  even  struggle  through  "Indian 
Wigwam"  now),  practicing  every 
sport  I  could  imagine  (and  then 
some),  and  watching  all  kinds  of 
"educational"  movies  (never  did 
care  to  read  too  much),  but  I'm  still 
trying.  After  all,  I  came  to  a  liberal 
arts  college  in  order  to  expand  my 
horizons  in  a  few  directions,  and  I 
have  to  frankly  admit,  Lenoir  Rhyne 
has  done  that  for  me  (or  to  me). 

Beyond  that,  I've  also  found  a  kind 
of  calling  in  life  —  not  a  bad  added 
attraction.  A  tremendous  interest  in 
theatre  has  arisen  in  me,  and  I've 
spent  a  good  portion  of  the  last  four 
years  delving  through  all  kinds  of 
material  and  experiences  relating 
to  the  profession  of  acting.  But  along 
with  my  growing  love  for  the  stage 
and  the  people  on  and  around  it, 
there  has  come  the  sad  knowledge 
that  not  many  people  feel  even  a 
small  portion  of  that  same  love  for 
the  theatre. 

It  seems  that  not  everyone  shares 
that  Neo-Classical  urge  to  be  vers- 
ed in  all  phases  of  life,  the  arts  (and 
in  this  case,  particularly  the  theatre) 
included,  for  I  have  learned  the  pa- 
thetic fact  that  only  four  percent  of 
the  American  populus  attend  any 
kind  of  live  theatre  during  the  year. 
Count  it  out  —  that's  four  people 
out  of  a  hundred  who  care  enough 
to  see  anything,  from  a  Broadway 
opening  night  to  the  junior  class 
play  (not  to  mention  what  they  get 
out  of  it).  And  what's  probably  even 
worse,  those  persons  in  the  four  per- 


cent usually  aren't  the  ones  who 
really  need  that  which  comes  from 
the  experience  the  most. 

Theatre  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  is  ap- 
proaching it's  fiftieth  year,  and  un- 
fortunately I've  only  been  a  part  of 
four  of  those  years;  thus  my  experi- 
ential knowledge  of  the  subject  is 
limited.  Yet  in  those  past  four  years 
I  have  seen  major  changes  take 
place  —  changes  which,  I'm  glad 
to  say,  have  increased  that  four  per- 
cent figure  considerably  in  the 
Hickory  area. 

When  I  first  visited  the  college  in 
the  fall  of  1969,  drama,  specifically 
the  Playmakers,  was  simply  an  ex- 
tracurricular activity  to  be  enjoyed 
for  what  it  was  worth  —  a  learning 
experiencethat  gavestudentssome- 
thing  fun  to  do  at  night  (besides  the 
usual  activity).  Largely  through  the 
efforts  of  one  of  the  best  and  most 
unselfish  directors  I  have  ever  had 
the  pleasure  of  working  with,  Mr. 
Sam  Baker,  this  same  program  has 
expanded  tremendously. 


Baker 
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Four  years  ago  all  the  drama  and 
speech  courses  were  listed  in  the 
college  catalog  under  the  English 
section  —  a  total  of  eight  theatre 
offerings,  only  about  six  of  which 
were  ever  taught.  Now  there  are 
nine  courses  listed  (and  in  their 
own  section),  all  of  which  are  reg- 
ularly taught,  in  addition  to  the 
speech  and  five  dramatic  literature 
courses.  This  is  not  to  belittle  what 
the  program  or  theatre  was  before 
—  they  simply  did  not  have  enough 
interest  or  the  proper  intensity  of  in- 
terest to  make  the  program  work. 

Mr.  Baker  and  others  with  his 
same  enthusiasm  have  swelled  this 
interest  to  climactic  proportions.  The 
Playmakers  have  become  the  larg- 
est organization  on  campus,  the 
school  has  finalized  a  specific 
course  of  study  so  that  a  student 
may  now  major  in  Theatre  Arts,  and 
a  new  and  exciting  laboratory  theatre 
has  been  instituted,  giving  both  stu- 
dents and  faculty  an  opportunity  to 
experiment  with  new  (or  at  least  dif- 
ferent) realms  of  theatre. 


But  probably  most  important  in 
the  growth  of  the  drama  program 
has  been  the  quality  of  the  work  it- 
self. I  recall  my  first  production  here 
in  which  I  played  the  role  of  George 
Antrobus  in  Thorton  Wilder's  The 
Skin  of  Our  Teeth.  I  made  a  valiant 
attempt  to  understand  the  author's 
intentions  in  the  play,  which  is  an 
absurdist  drama  to  begin  with,  but 
I  realize  now  that  I  had  no  more  idea 
of  what  I  wanted  to  do  with  the  part 
(or  of  what  should  be  done  with  it) 
than  most  arm-chair  coaches  have 
of  what's  going  on  in  the  team's 
locker  room  or  front  office.  In  fact, 
I  was  doing  well  to  realize  that 
George  was  representing  all  man- 
kind in  the  show. 

Since  that  time,  I  like  to  think 
we've  come  a  long  way  in  bettering 
the  caliber  of  the  productions.  Since 
we  now  have  the  drama  major,  we 
also  have  people  who  can  be  de- 
pended upon  to  be  working  with 
every  show;  whether  or  not  they  are 
cast  as  a  character  in  the  play,  they 
always  work  diligently  with  each

production.  This  is  a  tremendous 
asset  in  building  the  program;  it 
provides  a  core  of  dedicated  work- 
ers to  serve  as  the  foundation  for 
every  show,  and  when  a  troupe  of 
sincerely-interested  "non-majors" 
is  added,  the  outcome  is,  I  believe, 
a  high  quality,  professional-looking 
production. 

The  term  professional  is  thrown 
around  quite  a  bit  in  the  Monroe 
Auditorium,  and  the  connotations  of 
the  word  are  not  always  so  flatter- 
ing, but  I  use  it  in  the  sense  of  artistic 
ability  and  craftmanship.  Granted, 
theatre  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  is  not  as 
good  as  some  New  York  or  regional 
drama,  but  then  it  takes  a  long  time 
to  develop  a  person  or  group  of 
people  into  an  ensemble  company, 
and  four  years  of  the  most  intensi- 
fied training  cannot  be  expected  to 
turn  a  forensic  ham  into  a  Lawrence 
Olivier. 

I  can't  do  justice  to  all  those  tal- 
ented people  involved  in  Lenoir 
Rhyne's  drama  department  by  nam- 
ing them  now,  since  I  surely  would 
leave  someone  out.  Indeed,  it  has 
been  a  combined  effort  on  every- 
one's part  that  has  brought  the  pro- 
gram to  its  present  level. 

And  the  repertoire  isn't  exactly 
limited;  these  past  four  years  have 
seen  LR  productions  of  comedy  and 
drama,  modern  and  period  pieces, 
realism  and  absurdism,  everything 
from  Greek  tragedy  to  Shakespeare 
to  contemporary  musical  comedy 
and  back  again. 

The  reputation  for  good  theatre 
at  Lenoir  Rhyne  is,  I  believe,  spread- 
ing throughout  the  South  as  more 
and  more  people  are  seeing  shows 
here  and  more  news  mediums  are 
carrying  reviews.  I  would  even  go 
so  far  as  to  match  Playmaker  pro- 
ductions with  those  of  any  small 
college  in  the  country  and  of  many 
of  the  larger  universities.  And  con- 
sider still  how  personalized  is  the 
attention  one  receives  here — a  hard 
combination  to  beat. 

Yet  it's  not  over  with  now.  There 
are  still  too  many  aspects  of  the 
operation    that     need     improving.

Several  of  the  courses  are  continu- 
ing to  be  taught  as  two  courses  roll- 
ed into  one,  and  this  is  only  slight- 
ing the  student's  knowledge  in  both 
areas.  Work  has  been  progressing 
for  years  toward  the  goal  of  building 
a  new  little  theatre  (a  badly  needed 
enterprise,  since  the  Playmakers 
now  perform  in  the  huge  auditorium 
—  designedforhearing,notseeing); 
and  as  interest  continues  to  soar, 
more  staff  will  be  needed  to  fulfill 
the  requirements. 

Despite  all  I  have  said,  I  know 
that  seeing  is  believing;  by  all  means 
don't  take  my  word  for  it  and  leave 
it  at  that  —  witness  for  yourself  the 
level  of  quality  and  growth.  Year 
round  there  continue  to  be  pro- 
ductions mounting  constantly,  since 
we  have  just  this  semester  institut- 
ed the  first  season  of  The  Lenoir 
Rhyne  Summer  Playhouse.  To  be 
done  in  rotating  repertory  (a  dif- 
ferent play  from  the  repertoire  per- 
formed every  night),  the  season  this 
year  features  presentations  of  The 


Fantasticks,  Harold  Pinter's  The 
Birthday  Party,  Paul  Zindel's  The 
Effect  of  Gamma  Rays  on  Man-in- 
the  Moon  Marigolds,  and  Neal  Sim- 
on's hilarious  Plaza  Suite.  The  per- 
formances begin  July  16  and  con- 
tinue throughout  the  summer,  and 
I  feel  that  the  qual  ity  of  these  shows, 
which  will  include  actors  from  all 
over  the  eastern  half  of  the  United 
States,  will  be  high. 

From  my  experiences  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne  and  working  with  its  theatre,

I  know  now  that  the  performing  arts 
that  are  constantly  supposed  to  be 
dying  will  never  completely  kick  off 
—  people  are  too  concerned  with 
being  told  how  to  live  for  that  to 
happen.  But  theatre  will  continue  to 
appear  on  its  way  out  unless  the 
other  96  per  cent  of  the  population 
start  caring  enough  to  improve 
themselves  in  many  areas.  Thanks 
to  programs  of  drama  (and  the  other 
arts)  like  that  at  Lenoir  Rhyne,  there 
may  still  be  hope. 
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Energy  and  the  Future 


ENVIRONMENTALIST  PAUL  LUTZ  '56 
views  energy  crisis  as  problem 
with  benefits 


Within  the  past  several  months, 
the  energy  crisis  has  burst  dra- 
matically into  the  awareness  of 
citizens  throughout  the  free  world. 
For  many  persons  knowledge- 
able about  environmental  mat- 
ters, the  impending  energy  crisis 
has  long  been  known  and  pre- 
dicted; the  only  unknown  was  its 
precise  timing. 

The  crisis  is  a  result  of  a  simple 
fact:  we  live  on  a  finite  planet. 
This  means  not  only  that  space 
for  additional  people  is  limited 
but  that  all  resources,  both  re- 
newable and  non-renewable,  are 
present  only  in  infinite  amounts. 
It  also  means  that  the  energy  nec- 
essary to  sustain  our  rich,  afflu- 
ent, and  grossly  inefficient  life 
style  is  present  only  in  limited, 
finite  amounts. 

Demands  for  electric  and  petro- 
leum energy  have  increased  at  a 
fantastic  and  almost  frenetic  pace 
in  the  last  several  decades.  With 
ever-increasing  demands  for 
energy  coupled  with  finiteness  of 
energy,  demands  will  soon  exceed 
supply.  Clearly;  the  energy  crisis 
is  a  result  of  western  societies  liv- 
ing beyondtheirenergeticmeans. 
The  crisis  has  now  arrived,  and 
our  life  styles  will  never  be  the 
same  again. 

The  fossil  fuel  reserves  have 
not  yet  been  depleted,  even 
though  some  immediate  supply 
routes  have  been  closed.  Due  to 
the  conflict  in  the  Mideast,  most 
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of  the  Arabian  crude  oil  supply- 
ing the  United  States  has  been 
cut  off  by  Arab  leaders,  principal- 
ly King  Faisal  of  Saudi  Arabia. 
The  Arabs,  owners  of  about  53 
per  cent  of  the  world's  known  oil 
reserves,  are  attempting  to  im- 
pose economic  sanction  on  the 
United  States  bytheiroilembargo. 
Long-term  Benefits 
The  petroleum  shutoff,  how- 
ever, may  be  of  tremendous  long- 
term  benefit.  First,  we  are  now 
faced  with  learning  to  cope  with 
some  immediate  oil  shortages 
which  will  to  be  sure  cause  some 
hardships  and  inconveniences. 
But  learning  to  deal  with  the 
shortages  before  they  become 
crucial  is  an  exceedingly  import- 
ant lesson.  Slowing  the  rate  of 
crude  oil  consumption  enables 
us  to  learn  gradually  to  get  along 
with  less  petroleum  energy  in  the 
future. 

Secondly,  it  buys  us  some  time 
in  which  technology  may  be  able 
to  develop  alternate  energy 
sources  such  as  solar,  hydrogen, 
or  nuclear  energy.  The  shutoff  of 
crude  oil  is  probably  a  profound 
blessing  in  Arabian  disguise.  A 
colleague  has  proposed  that  we 
erect  a  monument  to  King  Faisal 
for  jarring  our  society  into  the 
realities  of  a  finite  crude  oil  re- 
serve. Had  there  never  been  a 
termination  of  the  flow  of  Middle 
East  oil  reserves,  our  culture 
would  be  in  another,  more  serious 


energy  shortage  within  a  decade 
or  two  due  to  dwindling  crude  oil 
sources. 

One  seriously  questions  the 
wisdom  of  a  society  that  plunges 
headlong  toward  totally  deplet- 
ing its  liquid  petroleum  resources 
with  no  consideration  for  the 
future  or  for  the  needs  of  future 
generations.  We  have  a  profound 
moral  obligation  to  our  grand- 
children and  to  subsequent  gen- 
erations to  leave  some  petroleum 
resources  for  their  use. 
Alternate  Sources 

Many  of  our  current  energy 
needs  may  some  day  be  supplied 
by  alternate  sources.  But  some 
processes,  like  the  propulsion  of 
jet  planes,  may  not  be  readily 
adapted  toanotherenergy  source; 
thus,  they  may  always  be  totally 
dependent  on  petroleum  pro- 
ducts. Also,  many  drugs,  chem- 
icals, and  products  utilized  by 
our  society  are  petroleum  deriv- 
atives; artificial  synthesis  of  these 
may  be  impossible,  or  at  best, 
difficult  and  cumbersome.  Cer- 
for  saving  our  current  crude  oil 
reserves  for  future  use.  Let's  not 
permit  all  of  our  petroleum  pro- 
ducts literally  to  go  up  in  smoke 
in  the  next  few  years  while  trying 
to  maintain  a  life  style  which  is 
not  possible  for  much  longer  on 
a  finite  planet. 

An  especially  insidious  dimen- 
sion to  the  current  energy  crisis 
is  the  mad  rush  to  seek  other 


energy  sources  regardless  of  the 
ecological  consequences  these 
efforts  have  on  our  environment. 
In  recent  weeks  we  have  seen  the 
approval  of  the  Alaskan  pipeline 
and  heard  about  concerted  efforts 
to  ease  the  emission  controls  on 
automobiles,  to  increase  use  of 
coal  with  high  sulfur  content,  to 
return  to  massive  strip-mining 
efforts  to  produce  additional 
coal,  and  to  relax  controls  on  in- 
dustrial    stack     emissions.     In 


every  case,  these  efforts  are  de- 
signed to  help  satiate  our  short- 
term,  insatiable  energy  demands 
regardless  of  the  long-term  eco- 
logical consequences. 

For  example,  to  have  access  to 
the  rich  oil  deposits  of  the  Alaskan 
North  Slope,  we  ignore  the  severe 
ecological  damages  by  potential 
massive  spills,  melting  the  perm- 
afrost, or  interfering  with  herd 
migrations  of  arctic  mammals 
(upon  which  the  Eskimos  so  cru- 


cially depend). 

One  wonders  whether  society 
might  be  selling  our  corporate 
souls  and  indeed  our  long-term 
species  survival  for  short-term 
energy  gains.  We  cannot  —  we 
must  not  ignore  serious  and  ir- 
reparable damage  to  our  fragile 
biosphere  while  a  few  decision- 
makers proceed  recklessly  to 
supply  energy  to  the  industrial 
complexes  for  greater  economic 
gain. 


Conservation  Check-list 


TRANSPORTATION 

□  Consider  alternate  forms  of  transportation  —  walk,  take  a 
bus,  ride  a  bicycle  whenever  possible. 

□  Use  public  transportation  if  possible  rather  than  traveling 
by  individual  automobiles. 

□  Organize  car  pools  for  work,  school,  church,  shopping, 
or  errands. 

□  Reduce  automobile  speeds,  drive  smoothly,  keep  tires 
properly  inflated,  and  use  the  air-conditioner  sparingly 
(only  when   absolutely  necessary). 

□  Don't  idle  automobile  engine,  use  low  or  no-lead  gaso- 
line, and  keep  car  maintained  in  good  condition  and 
properly  tuned. 

HOME  AND  OFFICE 

□  Lower  thermostats  to  65-68°  F  in  winter  and  wear 
warmer  clothing;  set  thermostats  even  lower  at  night 
or  when  away  from  home  for  a  half-day  or  longer. 

□  Close  draperies  at  night,  keep  the  fireplace  damper 
tightly  closed  when  not  in  use,  and  cut  off  heat  to 
empty  or  unused   rooms. 

□  In  summer,  open  windows  and  use  an  attic  fan  when- 
ever possible  for  cooling.  Set  thermostat  for  air-con- 
ditioning no  lower  than  15°  F  below  outside  temperature. 

□  Turn  off  all  unnecessary  lights,  radios,  and  TV  sets 
when  not  in  use. 

□  Don't  buy  an  excessively  large  appliance  (freezer,  air- 
conditioner,  hot-water  heater,  etc.)  if  you  will  not  use 
it  to  capacity. 


□  Avoid  high  energy-consuming  gadgets  like  frost-free  freez- 
ers,  self-cleaning  ovens,   and  crushed-ice   dispensers. 

□  Install  storm  windows  and  doors  and  add  insulating 
materials  wherever  possible. 

□  Wash  dishes  and  clothes  in  warm  water;  lower  the 
setting   on   hot-water   heaters   to   about    130°    F. 

OTHER  LIFE-STYLE  CHANGES 

□  Recycle  as  many  items  as  possible  such  as  glass,  alum- 
inum,  paper,   steel,   and   returnable  containers. 

□  Avoid  purchasing  products  wrapped  in  wasteful,  throw- 
away  packaging.   Buy  items  with  long  lifespans. 

□  Talk  to  others  about  energy  conservation.  Enthusiasm 
is  highly  contagious. 

□  Work  for  energy  conservation  in  groups  to  which  you 
belong  —  civic,  church,  school,  social,  or  recreational 
groups,  or  any  place  where  people  gather. 

□  Get  your  organization  to  sponsor  projects  for  conserving 
energy. 

□  Do  your  homework  about  the  energy  crisis.  Find  out  the 
facts  and  use  them  rather  than  hearsay  statements. 

□  Make  your  conservation  views  known  to  public  officials. 
Urge   them   to  enact  conservation  laws   and  ordinances. 

□  Try  to  get  the  conservation  message  to  everyone  via 
posters,  in  the  news  media,  and  wherever  it  may  be  visible 
to  the  public. 

□  Prepare  for  energy-conserving  measures  from  now  on; 
the  energy  crisis  is  here  to  stay. 

□  Keep  it  up  and  don't  get  discouraged  when  things  go 
badly;  keep  on  keeping  on.

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Many  different  suggestions 
have  been  offered  in  recent  weeks 
to  help  reduce  energy  consump- 
tion. The  suggestions  by  Presi- 
dent Nixon,  Gov.  Holshouser,  the 
news  media,  even  those  proposed 
by  energy-supplying  corporations 
are  all  helpful  and  beneficial  to 
an  extent.  Most  all  ideas,  how- 
ever, are  only  short-term  mea- 
sures and  cosmetic  in  nature.  Ul- 
timate solutions  to  the  energy 
crisis  will  be  found  only  as  each 
individual  makes  a  deep,  per- 
sonal, long-term  commitment  to 
conserve  and  husband  our  cur- 
rent petroleum  resources. 
Different  Life  Style 

A  radically  different  life  style 
will  undoubtedly  emerge  in  the 
next  few  years  based  primarily 
on  a  plan  of  far  more  efficient 
energy  utilization  and  reduced 
energy  consumption  rate.  Many 
energy-consuming  luxuries  we 
now  enjoy  will  be  permanently 
lost  in  the  energy  crunch.  Radical 
changes  will  occur  in  our  trans- 
portation patterns.  Economy  and 
conservation  of  petroleum  energy 
will  be  a  paramount  considera- 
tion. Economy  cars,  less  frivolous 
trips,  more  car-pooling,  tremend- 
ous increase  in  the  use  of  public 
transportation,  development  of 
extensive  mass  transit  systems, 
and  more  walking  and  bicycling 
will  soon  become  common  ways 
of  life.  Small  electrically-powered 
vehicles  will  soon  be  widely  used 


for  local  transportation. 

In  homes,  conservation  of 
energy  will  also  be  strongly  en- 
couraged and  practiced.  Re- 
duced thermostat  settings  will 
soon  become  a  permanent  way  of 
life.  Use  of  air  conditioners  will 
be  discouraged  and  will  become 
too  expensive  within  a  decade. 
Hot  water  heaters  will  be  set  at 
lower  temperatures.  Small  ap- 
pliances (toasters,  frying  pans, 
coffeepots)  will  gradually  re- 
place inefficient  ranges  and 
stoves.  In  general,  we  will  pro- 
bably give  up  those  home  ap- 
pliances which  consume  the  most 
energy  (air  conditioner,  clothes 
dryer,  food  freezer,  and  range). 
It  might  be  interesting  to  note 
here  that  "self-cleaning"  ovens 
use  approximately  21%  more 
energy  than  the  range. 

The  energy  crises  will  ultimate- 
ly affect  every  facet  of  our  life 
styles.  Architectural  plans  will 
produce  future  buildings  design- 
ed to  conserve  heat  and  utilize 
solar  energy.  Vacations  and  re- 
creational plans  will  clearly  re- 
flect energy  shortages.  Con- 
sumers will  find  a  reduced  num- 
ber of  items  from  which  to  choose 
as  the  energy  shortages  affect  in- 
dustries. To  conserve  energy  and 
our  non-renewable  natural  re- 
sources, many  different  items  and 
materials  will  be  recycled.  In 
short,  the  energy  crisis  will  touch 
each  of  us  in  everything  we  do. 


It  is  instructive  and  important 
to  reiterate  again  that  the  energy 
crisis  is  not  a  temporary  condi- 
tion; it  will  become  a  way  of  life. 
While  the  crisis  may  ease  from 
time  to  time,  the  overall  crisis  is 
with  us  permanently,  and  it  can 
only  get  progressively  worse  in 
the  future  unless  some  unexpend- 
able  source  is  found.  Perhaps 
energy  obtained  from  the  sun,  the 
earth's  core,  nuclear  reactors, 
hydrogen  fusion,  or  the  wind  will 
be  our  salvation.  But  for  now,  the 
future  of  our  energy,  which  is  al- 
most completely  derived  from 
fossil  fuels,  looks  rather  bleak. 

Consequently,  the  alteration  of 
our  economic  systems,  based  so 
heavily  on  fossil  fuels  as  energy 
sources,  will  be  one  of  the  most 
difficult  problems  to  solve.  We 
are  heading  toward  a  simpler 
form  of  life  which  consumes  far 
less  energy;  in  the  long  run  we 
will  be  much  better  off  for  these 
profound  modifications.  As  we 
experience  some  withdrawal 
symptoms  from  a  prodigious  rate 
of  energy  consumption,  it  will  be 
easy  for  society  to  inflict  serious 
environmental  damage  by  seek- 
ing convenient,  but  ecologically 
damaging,  short-term  energy 
sources. 

In  the  long  run,  we  can  do  with- 
out much  of  the  energy,  but  we 
cannot  do  without  any  of  the  en- 
vironment.

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Lenoir  Rhyne  trustees  at  work  —  Spring  Meeting,  1974. 


The  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  Board 
of  Trustees  held  its  spring  meeting 
on  the  college  campus  early  in 
March.  The  trustees  met  in  executive 
session  during  the  morning  hours 
and  held  an  open  meeting  that  after- 
noon. A  brief  summary  of  the  meet- 
ing's highlights  follows: 

Lenoir  Rhyne  president  Dr. 
Raymond  M.  Bost  '49  accepted 
a  second,  six-year  term  as  chief 
administrative  officer  of  the 
college.  Dr.  Bost's  continuance 
in  office  was  by  mutual  consent 
of  the  trustees  and  him.  It  fol- 
lowed the  Board's  approval  of 
Lenoir  Rhyne's  revised  by-laws 
which  call  for  a  six-year  presi- 
dential term  that  can  be  renew- 
ed. With  degrees  from  Lutheran 
Theological  Southern  Seminary 
and  Yale  University,  as  well  as 
Lenoir  Rhyne,  Dr.  Bost  is  the 
college'sseventh  president  and 
completed  his  first,  six-year 
term  in  March. 
*************************** 

Lenoir  Rhyne  academic  dean 
Dr.  James  M.  Unglaube  was 
named  dean  of  the  college  by 
the  Board,  a  new  position  that 
adds  responsibility  for  student 
personnel  services  to  his  pre- 
sent duties.  Dr.  Unglaube's  new 
appointment  reflects  the  Lenoir 
Rhyne  trustees'  desire  to  em- 
phasize the  close  connection 
between  students'  academic 
and  co-curricular  activities.  A 
graduate  of  Carthage  College 
and  the  University  of  Iowa,  Dr. 
Unglaube  cameto  Lenoir  Rhyne 
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in  1967  as  a  member  of  the 
chemistry  faculty.  He  became 
academic  dean  in  1970. 

The  trustees  approved  a  bud- 
get for  1974-75  of  more  than 
$4,300,000,  reflecting  an  antici- 
pated increase  in  income  of 
approximately  eight  percent. 
The  primary  source  of  this  ad- 
ditional income  will  be  increas- 
es in  room,  board  and  fees.  The 
Board  noted  that  these  hikes 
were  in  line  with  its  policy  of 
not  raising  tuition  and  other  ex- 
penses in  the  same  year.  The 
increases  are  necessary  as  the 
college  has  held  room,  board 
and  fees  constant  for  several 
years  while  facing  rising  costs. 
The  new  budget  also  showed 
an  increase  in  expenditures 
similar  to  the  increase  in  in- 
come. Much  of  the  additional 
money  is  to  be  spent  on  instruc- 
tional, library  and  related  items. 

*************************** 

The  Board  approved  a  dual  de- 
gree program  with  the  Georgia 
Institute  of  Technology,  which 
will  allow  students  to  study  for 
three  years  at  Lenoir  Rhyne, 
two  at  Georgia  Tech  and  grad- 
uate with  degrees  from  both  in- 
stitutions. Upon  completion  of 
the  new,  five-year  program  stu- 
dents will  be  eligible  for  a  bach- 
elor of  science  degree  from 
Lenoir  Rhyne,  as  well  as  var- 
iousengineering,  chemistry  and 
other  bachelor  of  science  de- 


grees from  Georgia  Tech.  Open 
to  men  and  women  of  high  ac- 
ademic standing,  the  new  dual 
degree  program  will  also  afford 
students  an  opportunity  to  earn 
a  master's  degree  from  Georgia 
Tech.  The  new  offering  is  de- 
signed to  give  its  participants 
the  best  of  two  college  worlds, 
allowing  them  to  study  at  both 
a  fine,  liberal  arts  school  and 
one  of  the  leading  technologic- 
al institutes  in  the  world.

The  Board  planned  a  series  of 
trustee  seminars  with  the  Ches- 
wick  Center,  an  organization 
that  conducts  seminars  for 
boards  of  trustees  and  directors 
at  large  corporations  and  non- 
profit organizations.  The  first 
Lenoir  Rhyne  trustee  seminar 
will  be  held  this  summer.

Fund  campaign  is  underway  and  it  repre- 
sents the  greatest  challenge  ever  in  fund- 
raising  for  Lenoir  Rhyne  Alumni! 

Chairman  Allan  LaTorre  '59  of  Hickory 
has  announced  that  he  and  assistant  chair- 
man Charles  Snipes  '58  also  of  Hickory  have 
named  their  steering  committee  and  they 
are  ready  to  raise  the  most  money  in  Loyalty 
Fund  history!

This  year's  campaign  will  be  patterned 
much  like  the  campaigns  of  the  past  two 
years.  Efforts  will  be  made  to  broaden  the 
base  of  alumni  participation  as  the  three- 
year  committments  made  in  1972  are  com- 
pleted. Last  year's  campaign  emphasized 
two-year  pledges  and  1974  will  concentrate 
on  one-year  support  from  the  alumni  who 
haven't  previously  committed. 

Solicitation  will  be  primarily  through  the 
media  of  direct  mail  and  personal  contact, 
with  telephone  wrap-ups  in  key  areas  near 
the  end  of  the  campaign.  These  wrap-ups 
are  expected  to  take  place  in  late  Novem- 
ber and  during  the  month  of  December  as 
the  closing  date  for  the  campaign  is  Decem- 
ber 31. 

Chairman  LaTorre  pointed  out,  "Even 
though  the  '74  goal  represents  approximate- 


ly 75  per  cent  more  than  what  was  actually 
raised  in  the  73  campaign,  we  feel  that 
it  is  a  goal  that  is  realistic.  We  have  schools 
in  our  area  that  are  raising  more  than  that 
and  they  have  smaller  alumni  bodies.  Furth- 
ermore, the  number  of  alumni  donors  in 
1973  was  some  600  less  than  our  previous 
all-time  high.  It  may  be  an  over-simplication, 
but  it  seems  that  if  we  can  provide  over 
$100,000  in  unrestricted  support  from  20 
per  cent,  we  ought  to  be  able  to  reach  our 
$175,000  with  30  to  35  percent  participation. 
This  is  our  goal  —  in  dollars  and  donors! 
While  Lenoir  Rhyne  is  not  without  its  pro- 
blems, it  does  continue  to  grow;  many 
schools  lacking  strong  alumni  support  are 
suffering  and  many  closing  their  doors!  In 
order  for  our  alma  mater  to  continue  to  be 
among  the  best,  it  will  need  our  best!"

Since  this  PROFILE  features  the  1973 
Loyalty  Fund  Honor  Roll,  I  thought  you  might 
be  interested  in  some  responses  received 
in  a  recent  survey  among  some  23,000 
alumni  of  a  neighboring  institution  seeking 
answers  as  to  why  they  had  never  contri- 
buted to  the  school's  cofers.  Rather  than 
risk  losing  the  effect  of  the  journalist's  style, 
I'm  presenting  it  just  as  it  came  off 
the  UPI  wire  service. 


. .  ."Don't  send  me  any  more  of  this  obscene 
mail,"  was  one  angry  response.  Others  along 
that  line  state,  "Your  d —  paper  won't  even 
fit  the  envelope"  and  "Hello  —  as  a  result 
of  your  kind  letter  I  am  enclosing  nothing 
but  am  returning  this  in  order  to  use  your 
first-class  postage." 

Others  had  practical  reasons  like,  "Please! 
I've  been  on  relief  for  the  past  three  years. 
Might  as  well  take  me  off  your  mailing  list. 
My  welfare  checks  do  not  afford  me  the 
luxury  of  donating.  Besides  the  price  of  pot 
has  gone  sky  high  in  this  area." 

Some  were  blunt:  "I  felt  no  obligation 
or  desire  to  contribute." 

Some  were  poor:  "After  my  education 
helps  me  to  get  very  wealthy,  then  I  can 
afford  to  be  a  sugar  daddy  to  the  school. 
Right  now  we  have  more  pressing  uses  for 
funds." 

Some  said  they  admitted  the  school's 
tenacity:  "This  is  a  good  letter  —  it  almost 
grabbed  me  —  keep  them  coming  —  and 
I'll  come  across." 

And  one  said,  "Dey  flunked  me  out  wid 
out  a  chance." 


Needless  to  say,  this  office  pledges  itself 
to  see  that  the  paper  fits  the  envelope 
(among  other  things).  And  until  we  get  a- 
round  to  preparing  that  survey  especially 
for  you  —  let  me  close  as  I  did  last  month: 
"let  us  hear  from  you."  Hope  to  see  many 
of  you  on  Alumni  Day  —  May  25!

LR  RECEIVES  BEQUEST 
FROM  NOTED  JURIST 


Lenoir  Rhyne  Co  liege 
has  been  notified  of  a 
bequest  in  excess  of 
$300,000  from  the  es- 
tate of  noted  North 
Carolina  jurist  Oscar 
O.  Efird.  Efird  died  on 
March  13  in  Albemarle, 
where  he  was  a  resi- 
dent of  that  city's  unit 
of  the  North  Carolina 
Lutheran  Home.

One  of  the  largest  gifts  ever  donated  to 
Lenoir  Rhyne  by  an  individual,  the  Efird  be- 
quest is  to  be  used  to  establish  a  Judge 
Oscar  Efird  Memorial  Endowment  Fund. 
Scholarships  are  to  be  granted  from  the 
endowment  income. 

Preference  for  the  Efird  scholarships  is 
to  be  given  to  members  of  the  greater  Efird 
family  whether  by  descent  or  marriage. 

Efird  willed  a  sum  slightly  larger  than  the 
Lenoir  Rhyne  bequest  to  the  Albemarle 
Lutheran  Home,  another  large  gift  to  the 
Lutheran  Children's  Home  of  the  South  in 
Salem,  Va.,  and  smaller  amounts  to  his  home 
church,  Augsburg  Lutheran  in  Winston- 
Salem,  and  St.  Martin's  Lutheran  Church 
in  Albemarle. 

A  native  of  Winston-Salem,  Efird  was  an 
attorney  and  judge  in  Forsyth  County  for 
many  years.  He  held  degrees  from  Roanoke 
College,  Princeton  University  and  the  Har- 
vard Law  School.  Before  beginning  his  law 
practice,  Efird  taught  for  several  years  in 
the  Law  School  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina. 

Grants  from  the  Efird  endowment  are  ex- 
pected to  begin  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  in  the 
academic  year  1975-76.

LR  PROFESSOR 
TO  DIRECT  STUDY 
OF  CHURCH-RELATED 
EDUCATION 


With  the  aid  of  funds  from  the  Lutheran 
Brotherhood  Insurance  Company  and  the 
Department  for  Higher  Education  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America,  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College  will  take  a  close  look  in  coming 
months  at  "The  Value  of  a  Church-Related 


Higher  Education."  The  special  study  was 
proposed  by  Dr.  Donald  G.  Hayes  of  the 
college  education  department,  and  he  will 
direct  it. 

Lutheran  Brotherhood  has  granted  Lenoir 
Rhyne  $1 1 ,000,  and  the  LCA  Department  for 
Higher  Education  has  added  $3,500  for  the 
college's   pilot   study    in   the   value   of   its 
educational   program   and   those  of  other 
church-related  institutions. 
Dr.    Hayes   plans   to 
use   various  types  of 
standardized    test    to 
gather  pertinent  infor- 
mation    from     Lenoir 
Rhyne     students     as 
they   enter   and    gra- 
duate   from   the    col- 
lege, as  well  as  ques- 
tionnaires  developed 
by  the  Lenoir  Rhyne 
staff  to  follow  up  gra- 
duates after  they  have 
been   away  from   the 
college     for    several 
years. 

The  Lenoir  Rhyne  associate  professor  of 
education  will  also  make  use  of  behavioral 
objectives  now  being  written  for  all  courses 
in  the  college  curriculum.  The  objectives 
will  facilitate  a  thorough  evaluation  of  Lenoir 
Rhyne's  academic  program,  thus  providing 
supplemental  information  for  the  study. 

Dr.  Hayes  is  making  final  plans  for  his 
study  now  and  will  begin  soon  with  follow- 
ups  of  this  year's  senior  class  and  pre- 
liminary testing  of  incoming  freshmen.

2  PROFESSORS  DONATE 
ACADEMIC  MACE  TO  LR 


Lenoir  Rhyne  College's  faculty  marshal 
will  lead  academic  processionals  during 
commencement  exercises  this  May  and 
other  special  events  in  the  future  with  a 
college  mace  in  hand,  the  donation  of  two 
professors,  Drs.  Laura  B.  Clayton  and  William 
H.  Shuford  '54. 

College  maces  are  the  traditional  symbol 
of  authority  and  immunity  from  outside  inter- 
ference at  colleges  and  universities  through- 
out the  world.  They  were  developed  centur- 
ies ago  to  symbolize  the  "immortal  dignity" 
of  academic  institutions. 

Fashioned  of  sterling  silver;  gold  plate; 
and  black  walnut,  North  Carolina's  state 
wood,  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  mace  is  28  inches 
long  and  was  designed  by  Barry  S.  Merritt 
of  Fairport,  N.  Y.  Merritt  is  a  former  member 
of  the  faculty  at  Penland  School  of  Crafts 
in  western  North  Carolina  and  has  designed 
a  number  of  maces  for  various  colleges  and 
universities. 

Topping  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  mace  is  the 
college  seal  in  gold  plate  framed  by  four 
extensions  which  symbolize  a  cross  and  the 
institution's  relationship  to  the  church.  Be- 
low the  seal  and  cross  is  suspended  a  flame- 
like sphere  to  symbolize  learning  and  know- 
ledge. The  cross  and  flame  are  of  sterling. 

The  head  of  Lenoir  Rhyne's  mace  is 
mounted  on  a  walnut  staff,  and  its  base, 
again  of  sterling,  is  a  cross.

Dr.  Jorgenson  has  served  on  the  Lenoir 
Rhyne  Development  Board  and  held  two 
terms  as  a  trustee  of  the  college.  He  has 
been  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
since  1972. 

The  NAB  code  review  board  studies  and 
recommends  voluntary  regulations  for  mem- 
ber stations,  touching  on  all  broadcast  con- 
tent and  ranging  from  prohibiting  vulgarities 
to  insuring  fair  commericials,  maximum 
number  of  commercials  per  hour,  etc. 

Six  station  representatives  from  various 
parts  of  the  country  and  three  representa- 
tives of  the  commerical  networks  make  up 
the  NAB  board. 

Many  major  stations  are  subscribers  to 
the  NAB  television  code.

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IN  MEMORIAM 


Kenneth  Burdette  Lee 


Death  sounded  a  sad  note  at  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College  on  Tuesday,  March  19.  Professor 
Kenneth  Burdette  Lee  died  suddenly  at  his 
home  that  night  of  an  apparent  heart  attack. 

The  founder  of  Lenoir  Rhyne's  widely- 
acclaimed  A  Cappella  Choir  and  its  director 
for  more  than  35  years,  Lee  had  been  head 
of  the  college  music  department  for  nearly 
four  decades  at  his  death.  He  came  to  Lenoir 
Rhyne  in  that  capacity  after  graduating  from 
St.  Olaf  College  and  studying  for  a  year 
at  the  American  Conservatory  of  Music  in 
Chicago. 

Lee's  choirs  traveled  extensively  through- 
out the  Southeast  and  earned  international 
recognition  in  1970  with  a  concert  tour  in 
northern  Europe.  The  beloved  Lenoir  Rhyne 
professor  had  a  strong  influence  on  music 
not  only  at  the  college,  but  in  his  community, 
state  and  region. 

In  addition  to  winning  numerous  music 
awards  during  his  years  at  Lenoir  Rhyne, 
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Lee  was  awarded  many  other  honors,  includ- 
ing a  Hacawa  dedication  in  1953  and  the 
Raymond  Morris  Bost  Distinguished  Pro- 
fessor Award  in  1972. 

Lee  was  also  active  in  various  community, 
state  and  national  musical  organizations. 
He  had  been  director  of  choral  music  at 
Hickory's  Holy  Trinity  Lutheran  Church  for 
more  than  10  years  at  his  death. 

May  voices  ever  be   raised   in  song  at 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College  in  memory  of  Pro- 
fessor Kenneth  Burdette  Lee.
